himself to raise all tho feeding stnffhe can, 
in tho Bhapo of grass to bo cured for hay, 
barley, Huugaiim grass and roots. Of 
these the greatest quantity "can be got from 
the roots, and no en'erprisiug farmer can 
think of neglecting them; for whether they 
are used as a part of the regular feed for 
stock,or as a means of cbauge ol food,they 
arc highly valuable, and eonlain a great 
amount of nutriment. 
Many farmers arc 


putting ID oats to be cut green and currd.— 
They commonly yield well, hnt always 
Bcems to us that they draw very hard 
on 


the land, more than barley or llungaiian 
grass, and for lhat reason we prefer one cf 
the latter.
